The Direct Tax.

Drar 8irn—In col uence of an article in
your issue of Saturday last, under the eaption
of “Important to Tax-payers,” a misapprehen-
sion seems to egist in the public mind as to
wha is to be regarded as United States Direct
Pax within the meaning of the Acts of Con
n];.proud August 5, 1861, and June 7,
This I simply degire to correct.

It is true that the entire amount of moneys
actually received by the United States from
collections for taxes, sales of lands forfeited
for non-payment of taxes, rents of lands bid in
by the Government for military, naval, educa-
tional, charitable and other purposes, under
the above Acts, amended February 6, 1868,
and from re-sales of lands under the 11th see-
tion of the Act of 1862, and to be received on
army and naval certificates, issued under said
section, and the sums for interes:. penalties and
costs, wiil reach the amount as stated in the
article referred to. But the entire amount re-
ceived for the Direct Tax alone, up to Feb. 10,
1866, does not exceed the sum of one hundred
and cighty-five thousanl dollars ; and amount
of tax levied upon the Parishes of St. Helena
and St Luke, suld for non-payment thereof, is
eleven thousand five hundred aud twenty.three
G1-100 dollars—a small portion of which land
has since been redeemed from said sale by the
owners.

Whether the lands purchased under said sec-
tion may revert, in whole or in part, to the
Government, upon the failure of the purchasers
to pay the large balance of upwards of two hun
dred thousand dollars, to become due on the
same in 1867 and 1808, or whether, upon re-
verting, such lands may or may not be restor-
cd te the former owners, under some general
Act of Congress, or whether the United States
Courts may or may not, as claimed by some of
the former owners, sustnin the titles thus ac-
quired by the purchasers, of cuurse cannot now
be known.

The quota of direct tax apportioned to the
State of South Carolina is three hundred and
sixty-three thousand four hundred and seveanty
67100 dollars, and the amount of direct taz col-
lected therefur is, as already stated, about one
hundred and eighty-five thousand dollars; and
if the above sum of eleven thowsand five hundred
and twenty three 61-100 dollars is added to it,
the amount willtken be one hundred and ninety
gix thousand five hundred and twenty-three
61-100 dellars, leaving the sum of one hundred
and sixty six thousand nine hundred and forty
seven 61-100 dollars still to be collected or ac-
counted for.

It is true that the amount thus far realized
on the direct tax has heen collected in Charles-
ton and the Islands und DParishes adjacent—
that is to =iy, in Charleston, Colleton and
Beaufort Distriets—nnd that this is but 8 small
portion of the whole area of the Btate. DBut
when the reportof the Comptrolier General
(#ee pages 134, 135, 186, and 137 of the Ile-
ports aud Resolutions, with the Journals of
both [leuses of the General Assembly of South
Carolina, sessions of 1860 and 1861 ) is examin-
ed, and it is found that the State valuation of
lots in the Parishes of St Phillip and St Mi
chinel is twenty two million nine hundred and
thirty five thousand five hundred and fifiy
dollars, & <um upwards of three millions more
than the valuation of all the lots and tracis of
Iands in the remainder of the State; and whea
it is also found that the eutire valuation of the
lots and lands in the Lower Division of the
State is thirty millions ninety thousand five
hundred and seven dollars, while 1he valuation
of the Upper Division of the State is but eleven

tax should have been assessed and eolleeted in

Underthe above Aets of Congress alse, lawils
and lots actually ocecupied, of the value of five
hundred dollars and under, are wholly exemptad
from this tax; and the numnber of these will be
very large under the low valuation of the lands
in the upper scction of the State,
